WHEREAS, Mr. Cody serves as the voice on United Airlines's in-flight Country
programming, which is also heard aboard Air Force One; and

WHEREAS, among his numerous accomplishments, Bill Cody is deeply devoted to his
family and he always endeavors to remain true to family values of the highest order; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Cody is perhaps most thankful for the love and support he shares with
his wife of thirty years, who was his high school sweetheart, and their three children; and

indelible mark on ihis art form and have secured his rightful place as an icon in its remarkable
archives; and
